rad. pardenne studied medicine in his early years but 
did not complete his studies. He is financially interested 


in a cable works and also some chemical works and is evidently 
& wealthy man. For the last ten years he hasbeen making & 
Scientific study of psychic photography. He has & huge photo- 
graphic laboratory, fitted up with the latest contrivances. 
Er.Dardenne is the Secretary of the Brussels Society of Keta- 
psychics and of the Belgian Spiritualists' Federation cf 
Societies. 

He has made systematic exper iments With different makes 
of plates; then with different developers and with the effects 
on the plates by holding them on different parts of the body. 

I have brought with me 41 prints which show his work in the 
various directions. I have placed each photo in an envelope 

and written his explanation on the outside. Please taxe note 
that on no account must these photographs ve reproduced. The 
reason for this is that they wish to lay this matter, in the 

near future, before the Academy and nothing that has "been 
published will be lookedat by that august body. The photographs 
have to be returned within two months at the latest. 

One of Mr.Dardenne's standing rules is that all devel- 
oping liquics used must be filtered. He has no mediumistic 
power, as far as he knows, and picks his mediums hapazardly in 
the various spiritualists' meetings. Another of his fixed 
rules is to employ nothing but met@l slides, euch slide has a 
string round it, one end is passed through a hole on the upper 
portion of the sliding lid, and the string is then sealed. 
Literally, thousands of plates are in his possession 8nd records 
of each are carefully filed.

his is how I read Dr. ilson's account but his references to 
hypnotic suggestion and dreams make his statement somewhat 
involved. 


S.S.S.P. photographs 4,5 and 6. I enclose a print taken 
from & plate I experimented with some 15 years aco wien studying 
the various forms taken by high tension electrical tegcharges

in connection With this electrical effect itis of interest to

high tension experiment I have already reported. (Budget Nos’ 

page 4 et seq.) 

Results of VEL agn Te coins placed in developing

in full red light and the plate held close above the coin by 
finger and thumb of each hand. The mind was concentrated upos 
the bright disc of coin fer four minutes. plate was ther held 
en forehead for ene minute and at once developed in pyro-soda. 
The result shows a faint darkened circular patch in the centre 
of the plate. I think this result is merely duo to reflected 
light from tho lamp under a long exposure of a plate never 
before exposed to white light. 


Budget No.38 page 5 para.4. I do not think that 
necessariiy ore is any passage of "Y" rays in Ct.Darget's case, 
through the coin, any nore than there has been in the experiment 
with the coil and the shilling that I havementioned, [In the 
latter I believe that the clear image of the details of the coin 
is due to a constant and very fine electric dischurge from the 
surface ine.ualities of the coin to the uneven surface of the 
film, due to positive and negative charges of static electricity 
attracting each other. 

Assuming that Ct.Darget's theory of fluid emanating from 
his hand is correct may not the result be due to & reason similar 
to that which causes the affection of the film kk by the actinic 
properties of the spark and brush discharge, but in Ct.Darget's 
case by an emanation that is not visible to the eye? A charge 
of static electricity, of course, remains upon the surface of 
the object charged, until the difference in Eke potential enables 
the two charges, positive and negative, to overcome the resist- 
ance keeping them apart. We know of electric Gils, Can it be 
that there are rare cases of electric men? 

I imagine the cause of the effects produced by Ct. Darget 
ag far as Nos.4, 5 and 6 are concerned, need not necessarily be 
Similar to any radiations that produce the many cases of psyche- 
graphs, and possibly psychic photographs, that we are avare of. 
As regards the colours produced, I am inclined to agree with ir. 
Barliw thut/these may be due to chemical action between the 
substance of the object and the bath. 


Since writing the above, I have carried out two more 
experiments in red light with plates, reports of which I ne. give 
and enclose a print from cach plate.

Is it known how objects obly illusinuted by red light, 
reflect light that acts upon a sensitive film? The first three 
lines of para.3 pago 4 Budget No.38 would rather show this to be 
the case. 


Budget No.28. page 9 et sec. Mr. Barlow's account of 
his Crewe visit and the facts that led up to it, is of great 
interest, and gives the particulars in connection with valvottle 
very correctly. Up to the present time nothing further has 
been discovered as to the nissing half sheet of bromide paper. 

I have seen & copy of the Hope print and by comparison with por- 
traits of the late Sir im.Crookes, can vouch for the strong 
likeness in the Crewe photograph.

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Few red lights, if any, are absolutely safe. That is to 
say, if a rapid plate is exposed long enough to the directvrays of 
any ordinary dark room lamp it will become 1 fogged in the course 
of time. Reflected light from objects in a àsrk room lit by 
ruby light is less safe than the direct rays from the ruby light 
itself. It is difficult to account for the red curdboard reflecting 
in the ruby light, rays as actinic as thoseyreflecteü by bright 
tin but probably the cardboard was not red all through but just 
a thin layer of red paper and perhaps nof a safe red at that. It 
is possible for the rays to have penetrated through the chip layer 
of red paper from the white cardboard, assuming, of course, that 
it was not red all through. 

This may sound somewhat far fetched but it 1s not really 
80. Probably some of the earlier members may remember that in 
my ‘doubting' days I referred to the fact that I had been able to 
Secure an image on the plate by using 'doctored' cardbdourd in the 
dark slide. This black cariboard was specially prepured and an 
image printed on to same. This image although invisible to the 
naked eye printed by radiation a corresponding image on to the 
sensitive plate. I did mot ‘perfect' this , as a matter of fact, 
but I satisfied myself that it was possible for & false medium 
to fake results in that way. 

Again, the action of the developer has & greet deal to 
do with the developing up of these images. In the photograph I 
referred to where I had manuged to secure an image of half-a- 
orown às sharp 88 Darget's print No.4 I intentionally exposed tnis 
to the red light as much as possible and developed vith'Azol' a 
ane active devsloper (and also a develovner I nove found 

to ‘fog badly) than pyro-soda.
